President Joseph P. Ryan of the 
AFL International Longshoremen’s 
Association announced 66 East 
Coast striking locals had voted to

Ryan described the group as 
“disrupters” and “insurgents” and 
said that anyone attending the 
meeting was “not loyal to the 
longshoremen’s association.” 

The shipriéng tie-up on the West 
Coast has continued for 87 days. 
Cost of Tieup. 

Pacific Coast shipowners place 
the cost of the tieup there at 
about $344,000,000. At the Atlantic 
ports, $30,000,000 worth of Mar- 
shall plan goods and millions of 
dollars worth of commercial cargo 
are jammed up. 

A return to work on the East 
Coast also will end the snarl in 
trans-Atlantic passenger travel, 
which has caused many liners to 
be diverted to Halifax and others 
to cancel voyages entirely. 

The America, queen of the 
United States passenger fleet, is 
booked to sail for Europe next 
Wednesday. The Queen Elizabeth, 
world’s largest liner, is scheduled 
to sail from Southampton for New 
York tomorrow.

Contributions and pledges 
amounting to 97 per cent of the 
$4,785,000 Community Chest cam- 
paign goal are now in sight, it 
was anfiountced yestertizy by Cam- 
paign Chairman Howard F. Baer. 
‘He urged: solicitors te continue 
their work so that the additional 
$129,000 needed to attain the goal 
would be obtained by Tuesday's 


cars| closing report meeting. 


Actual pledges reported to cam- 
paign headquarters by noon yes- 
terday totaled $4,498,207, or 94 per 
cent of the goal. Baer reported, 
howcver, that other funds known 
to have been pledged, but not re- 
ported, would bring the contribu- 
tions to witin 3 per cent of the 
amount sough’. 

“This means 1.-t only $129,000 
more has to be obtained to put 
us across,” Baer said in telegrams 
to district, sectional and regional 
chairmen asking for a_ special 
closing solicitation @ffort. ‘That 
is too little by which to miss the 


goal. : 
| “While the needs of our neigh- 
bors who are served by the 100 
Chest agencies remain the real 
reason for putting the campaign 
across, it also became a matter of 
civic pride. We have before us 
the opportunity for an outstand- 
ing community accomplishment. 
We must not be stopped so near 
the goal.” 

The 97 per cent obtained thus 
far, Baer pointed out, is about 
$250,000 more than the $4,404,000 
raised in last year’s campaign. 
Collection of the remaining 3 per 
cent would give St. Louis its first 
100 per cent community welfare 
campaign since the 1945 War 
Chest drive, he said. 

Since last Tuesday’s general re- 
port meeting additional pledges 
of $362,133 have been reported. 
The special gifts division, headed 
by Edmund T. Allen, turned in an 
additional $104,440, to bring its to- 
tal to $1,497,220, or 99 per cent of 
its quot>. 
| New pledges of $168,509 were 
reported by the large firms divi- 
sion, headed by William M. Rand. 
It has now turned in $2,104,861, 
or 93.5 per cent of its goal. The 
St. Louis county division turned 
in $11,391 in additional gifts, for 
a total of $161,843, or 91 per cent. 

Other division totals are: City, 
$154,169, or 83 per cént of its quo- 
ta; employe, $394,773, or 88 per 
cent, an dsmall firms, $185,342, or 
87 per cent. 

Among the new contributions 
was a combined pledge of $21,281 
from 21 non-clearing house banks 
in the city. Another pledge of 
$33,125 was received from 4200 em- 
ployes of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad. Emerson Electric Manu- 
facturing Co. contributed $15,000 
and its employes $15,819.

Drinkers of Scotch whisky were 
cheered yesterday by news of the 
settlement of the East Coast dock 
strike, in the expectation of an 
improved supply of high grade 
Scotch. Such Scotch whisky has 
become increasingly scarce fre- 
cently. 

However, Oscar J. Conrad, pres- 
ident of Conrad, Inc., an importer 
of wines and liquors, said that 
even with the strike at an end, it 
may, be weeks before the confu- 
sion and huge pile-ups at the 
docks can be straightened out.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—Com- 
missioner John Taylor Egan ex- 
pects to have a top-to-bottom re- 
orgarization of the Public Hous- 
ing Administration completed by 
the time Congress opens Jan. 3. 

Egan’s first purpose is to gain 
Closer control over 4848 public 
housing projects the PHA now 
oversees. 

If Congress should enact a new 


public housing law, Egan will be 


ready with a prewar staff all set 
to go back into the slum clear- 
ance business where the old hous- 
ing authority left off in 1942. 
During the war, and during the 
bitter postwar fight over the Taft- 
Ellender-Wagner housing bill. the 
PHA shrank to a Washington of- 
fice and five regional offices. 
Projected Organization. 


Now Egan is going to make 
Washington his main planning 
and management center, and set 
up 10 field offices, in Chicago, De- 
troit, New York, Philadelphia, 
Richmond, Va., Atlanta, Ga., Fort 
Worth, Tex., Los Angeles, Seattle 
and San Francisco.

The construction was launched 
by federal loans to local housing 
agencies, which the local agencies 
repaid by selling revenue bonds. 
Thus the Government’s original 
$800,000,000 stimulated the con- 
struction of $878,661,000 in slum 
clearance projects. The Govern- 
ment has its money back, and 
PHA wants to put it to work 


again. . 
Bonds Privately Held. 
Private investors hold the 
bonds, which are serviced by ten- 
ant rents, federal and local sub- 
sidies, and federal-local guaran- 
tees. 


maintenance. Local subsidies fre- 
quently take the form of partial 
tax exemption. The rents charged, 
within limits, represent up to one 
fifth of each tenant family’s in- 
come, 

The PHA has approved similar 
projects to house 20,000 more 
families but prewar cost ceilings 
still in the fedcicl law stand in 
the way. Milwaukee did work out 
a 232-unit postwar ho: ‘ng pro- 
ject, but found it had to put up 
more than $1,000,000 of local funds 
to get going. 

Most cities can’t find that much 
money. City council men and of- 
ficials of 450 local housing agen- 
cies in 41 states are looking to 
see what the LEighty-first Con- 
gress will do for them. 

Not Temporary Housing. 

This permanent type of slum 
clearance housing should not be 
confused with the temporary 
housing the Federal Government 
built during the war around war 
factories and in military centers. 

The Government. spent more 
than $2,500,000,000 1n providing 
750,000 emergency dwelling units 
from 1942 to 1945. Then it spent 
an additional $500,000,000 moving 
250,000 of these structures to 
places where veterans could use 
them in civil life. Most of them 
cluster around college campuses 
today. . 

This temporary type of housing 
is inefficient and costly and not 
what PHA wants to go on with. 
It wants Congress to revive the 
prewar program of -promoting 
local construction of permanent 
housing where it will clear away 
slums and: provide healthful sur- 
roundings.

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CHIANG’S ARMIES SHIFTING 
TACTICS IN FIGHT ON REDS 


Battles Covering Wide Area North of N an- 
king as Nationalists Begin Slugging 
It Out in Open. 


By HAROLD K. MILKS 
NANKING, Nov. 27 (AP)— 
Chinese Government armies, evi- 
dently abandoning their old - posi- 
tional warfare, were battling the 
Communists in the open today in 


50 to 200 miles northwest of 
Nanking. 

The war’s center of gravity ap- 
peared to have shifted from St- 
chow, 211 miles by rail northwest 
of this capital, to the Suhsien 
neighborhood, 45 miles south of 
Suchow. 

Some Communist troops drove 
to within 35 or 40 miles of Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s cap- 
ital and were fighting around 
Changpaling, a railway town, 

Government reports said the 
situation in Changpaling was “ob- 
scure,” but was not likely to con- 
stitute any real danger to Nan- 
king for the present. They esti- 
mated the Communist troops to- 
taled not more than 20,000 and 
said they were encircled. 

Reinforcements in Field. 

Strong Nationalist reinforce- 
ments rushed south from Pengpu 
and north from Pukow, across the

Yangtze river from Nanking, were 
reported in contact with the Com- 
munists along a line from Chang- 
paling to Tingyuan. 

Gen. Liu Po-chen, the “one- 
eyed dragon,” was reported com- 
manding the Communist forces. 

The Kiangnan Evening Post 
said the main battle was in prog- 
ress around Suhsien. (This was 
indirectly confirmed by a Commu- 
nist broadcast claiming capture of 
Lingpi, 35 miles east of Suhsien, 
on a road where pro-Government 
reports listed heavy fighting yes- 
terday.) 

The Post said Gen. Chiu Ching- 
chuan’s Second Army Group had 
been transferred from east of 
Suchow to the Suhsien line. How- 
ever, Associated Press correspond- 
ent' Tom Lambert interviewed 
Chiu 12 miles east of Suchow yes- 
terday. (It is unlikely that an 
army could have moved 45 miles 
on foot overnight, even“if unop- 
posed.)

below the October 1947 figure, and 
the lowest monthly total since 
January 1946. The loan-guarantee 
program, launched in 1944, began 
full-scale operations in 1945 after 
certain amendments of the original 
law.

The American-educated Dr. Sun 
said he believed the American

Dr. Sun said he believed China 
must be prepared to make any 
reasonable concession to obtain 
major American miiltary assist- 
ance at the earliest .possible mo- 
ment and he will recommend this 
policy to his cabinet... 

He recalled that he.was edu- 
cated at the University of Califor- 
nia and at Columbia afd that. his 
father, Dr..Sun Yat-sen, thé foun- 
der of modern China, had culti- 
vated friendship with Americans 
and spent much time in.the United 
States. With this background, he 
said, it was natural to assume 
that his Government would reflect 
in many ways an American point 
of view. 

Cabinet Not Yet Formed. 

He emphasized that his Cabinet 
has not yet been organized and 
that national policies would be 
formulated only after discussion 
by the government as a whole. 

Dr. Sun said he saw no possibil- 
ity of making peace with the Com- 
munists, but believed the war 
would have to continue to the “bit- 
ter end.” Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-sifek is determined to con- 
tinue resistance no matter what 
happens, he said, But, he added, 
Chiang is most hopeful of obtain- 
ing major American assistance. 

He said he believed the Chinese 
Communists were working in close 
co-operation with Russia as part 
of a world Communist movement. 
If the Communists should conquer 
China, he said, the communization 
of the rest of Asia would be only 
a matter of time. Japan and the 
Philippines also would be likely 
to enter the Communist fold even- 
tually if that happened, he said. 

For Business ‘New Deal.’ 

Emphasizing he was speaking 
only for himself, Dr. Sun said he 
favored an inimediate “new deal” 
for foreign business interests in 
Shanghai and elsewhere in China 
under which foreign traders 
would be given evéry reasonable 
encouragement and protection. 

Dr. Sun, short, sturdy and be- 
spectacied, received me in the liv- 
ing room of his Shanghai resi- 
dence. He ‘was dressed in an 
American-style business suit. We 
chatted for a half hour. 

He said he expects to complete 
his cabinet soon and hopes that 
it will be broadly representative 
of all classes in the nation except 
the Communists.

Pension Figures Summarized.

40 per cent of state expenditures, 
except for the public schools, is 
for old age assistance, the amount 
being about 30 per cent of all ex- 
penditures. 

Since 1936, the first full year of 
the pension’ payments, the cost to 
the state, exclusive of federal 
grants, has increased from $2,362,- 
‘242 to $23,500,000, and the number 
on the rolls from 43,024 to 118,802. 
An average increase of 267 a 
month is expected. 

Through the years there has 
been a general trend for liberali- 
gation of the pensfon regulations 
and for an increase in the amount 
of the individual pensions. In Mis- 
gsouri pension amounts are fixed 
on the basis of need. The maxi- 
mum pension now is $50 a month. 
In 1936 the average monthly grant 
was $10.11. Now it is $37,88. In 
the first years of the system, the 
federal government paid half the 
pension amount. It now pays 75 
per cent of a $20 grant and 60 
per cent of a $50 grant. 

Warning on Increases. 

In recommending the enactment 
of the lien and recovery legisla- 
tion, the survey warns that if the 
fate of expenditure increases as it 
has in the past, the burden on the 
state will mean one of three un- 
desirable conditions.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP)— 
When Sam Rayburn mounts the 
House of Representatives Speak- 
er’s stand Jan. 3 he won't need a 
guide to slip him into the seat 
Republican Joe Martin has kept 
warm the last two years. Ray- | 
burn was Speaker in the House | 
in the Seventy-seventh, Seventy- | 
eighth and Seventy-ninth Con- . 
gresses. | 

He deserves to resume the role 
of Speaker in the LEighty-first, | 
@ay the men who ran the Demo- 
cratic campaign fight, because no 
member of Congress labored more | 
conscientiously for the cause than’! 
he did. 
; Rayburn, who is 66 years old, 
tock fhe stump in nine states, 
from Oklahoma to Pennsylvania, | 
concentrating in marginal areas 
where Democratic candidates | 
were having toughest sledding. 

‘Most Infportant Speech.’ 

His Columbia (S.C.) speech on a 
fouthern radio hook-up was de-. 
scribed by a Democratic leader as . 
“the single most important speech | 
in the South in cooling down pas- | 
sions” and bringing out the Dem- 
ocratic vote. 

Rayburn was born Jan. 6, 1882, 
the eighth in a family of 11 chil- 
dren. He got a degree from East 
Texas Normal College, on the 
strength of a $25 endowment from 
his family (all they could afford 
to give him), countless odd jobs 
and a bright mind. 

He then studied law at the Uni- 


versity of Texas, passed his bar 
examination and went back home |, 
to Bonham, where he hung out his | 


shingle. 


He says he is a “lawyer by | 


trade,” but it would seem more ac- 
curate to substitute “legislator” 
for lawyer. 

Rayburn has been writing laws 
since he was 24 years old, when 
he won election to the Texas 
House for a two-year term. He 
was re-elected in 1908 and in 1911, 
in his third term, took over the 
speakership, the youngest man 
ever elected to that job in Texas. 

He wanted the big time, how- 
ever, and in 1912 convinced | 
Texas’s Fourth Congressional 
District it should 
Washington. 

Served Under Wilson. 


He took his seat on the ma- | 
jority side of the aisle the same | 
day Woodrow Wilson took his | 
first presidential oath: He was > 
only 31 then, but already skilled | 
in the legislative art. | 

He has been returned to Con- | 

ever since, but not always 
gest for the asking.

When Speaker Wil- 
liam Bankhead died in September | 
1940 Rayburn was unanimously 
elected. He was re-elected Speak- | 
er in 1941, 1943 and 1945 and be-;|

Illinois’ Senator-Elect Is. a Slugger 
For His Convictions—in War or Peace 


‘Fighting Quaker’

Patiently he explained that he 
was the husband of Representative Emily 
Taft Douglas of Illinois and that the other 
Major Douglas must have been Melvyn 
Douglas, the film star and army officer, 
just back from India, and husband of Rep- 
resentative Helen Gahagan Douglas 
California.

Husband-and-Wife Team 
Is a Possibility in 1950. 


Even as he relates the story today, Paul ‘semenecise : 


Howard Douglas, the hulking, ham-fisted 
marine officer becomes misty-eyed behind 
his spectacles. That to him was one of the 
greatest days of his most unusual life—tfit 
to rank with the day next January when 
he will take office as the junior Senator 
from Illinois, succeeding C. Wayland (Curly) 
Brooks, his victim at the polls Nov. 2. 

It is quite possible Paul and Emily 
Douglas may become the first husband 
and wife to serve simultaneously in Con- 
gress. Paul’s term runs for six years 
and friends of Emily are urging her to 
run for Congress again in 1950. When 
she was representing Illinois in Congress 
while her fiftyish husband was battling 
the Japs, Emily Douglas compiled one 
of the best liberal records: in Congress, 
and her boosters say she would be sure 
to regain her seat two years hence now 
that the 1946 reaction has been dispersed. 

However, the Douglases won’t talk about 
that. Nor will the Douglases talk for pub- 
lication about the speculation, already pop- 
ping up in Washington columns, that when 
President Truman retires in 1953, as he 
has indicated he will, Paul Douglas, by 
virtue of his long record of liberalism and 
his surprising show of strength in the 
pivotal state of Illinois, will be among the 
few Democrats spoken of for the Whit 
House. 

Such speculation at this stage is ridicu- 
lous, as Paul Douglas sees it. In the first 
place he intends to devote all of his time 
to studying Senate business and voting as 
his conscience guides him. Six years of 
voting that way, he reckons grimly, may 
make him so unpopular the voters won't 
want any more of him. 

In the second place Douglas sees that 
enemy connivers would like to pit Doug- 
las and the other new Democratic Sena- 
tors—as well as the new Democratic Gov- 
ernors—against each other tn a clash of 
ambitions and a battle royal for the 
presidential nomination so that instead 
of concentrating on present business they 
would begin feuding over a remote prize. 
Paul Douglas wants no part of such sui- 
cidal feuding. 


“When Do I Collapse?” 
Question in Boot Camp. 


Having been elected Senator, Paul Doug- 
las says with a sincerity that no one could 
doubt that he desires only to do a good 
job for the next six years; that he’s de. 
lighted with the opportunity, and that he’s 
not thinking of anything else, thank you.

Douglas has been many things. A native of’ 


Salem, Mass., he was a football star at 
Bowdoin College, and he worked his way 
as a waiter, fisherman, lumberjack and bag- 
gage hustler. He served one term as a 
Chicago alderman, he sought the Senatorial 
nomination unsuccessfully in 1942, he has 
published a dozen books, and for the last 
quarter century he has been professor of 
economics and political ermnee at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago.

Douglas campaigned several times 
in every one of the state’s 102 coun- 
ties. He unburdened himself of 1094 
speeches in towns of any size. He 
spoke at courthouse squares, factory 
gates and mine shafts. .He was as- 
sisted by his wife Emily, his daughter 
J ean—and the loudspeaker on his jeep, 
LES ee RR RR RPO Te RR a SIA 
theeiié lined up behind President. Roose- 
velt in supporting lend-lease and all other 
measures to halt the spread of Nazism and 
Fascism. After Pearl Harbor it occurred to 
honest, soul-searching Paul Douglas that he 
should pra@tice what he preached and that 
he should not leave the actual fighting to 
somebody else. 

So, Prof. Douglas signed the enlistment 
papers that made him Private Douglas in 
the United States Marine Corps. At his age, 
it wasn’t easy to get in. He had to invoke 
the influence of a fellow Chicagoan, Frank 
Knox, Secretary of the Navy. 

Getting in was no tougher than staying. 
in. At boot camp at Parris Island, Douglas 
had to. drill like a terrier. As he threw him- 
self on his bunk each night, he asked him- 
self: 

“Do I collapse tomorrow, or do I collapse 
the day after?” 

But Douglas did not collapse, nor did he 
flunk the aptitude quiz. There was some 
suspicion that the aged professor and poli- 
tician was down South on a publicity stunt, 
and his drillmasters gave him the works, but 
Pvt. Douglas took his lumps just like any 
green kid, though it almost killed him.

But always he made a nuisance of 
himself clamoring for a chance to get killed 
like the 19-year-olds. 

“All right then,” the high command 
would grunt and swear, “send that old 
white-haired so-and-so down here.’’ 

Thus did Douglas get a chance to be- 
come a combat hero at a time of life 
when most warriors are content merely 
to claw a desk with their spurs. 

Although twice wounded and cited for 
gallantry in action, Douglas squirms if 
the word “ * is applied in his pres- 
ence. He insists, as does anyone who 
ever got close to the front, that. the real 
American heroes were the countless thou- 
sands of ordinary riflemen, youngsters 
without rank or distinction, cut off from 
their families and friends and about to 
be annihilated in battle, ‘who, neverthe-

Urged New Party Before

So, in 1931, Prof. Douglas wrote a book 
| which was to plague him in the recent 
campaign (even as Harold Stassen’s more 
recent book was to plague. him in the Re- 
publican primaries). 

In Douglas’s book, titled ‘“‘The Coming 
of a New Party,” his critics seized upon 
this passage: ‘“‘There is indeed no logical 
place in American life for the Democratic 
party.”

Of all the commercial enterprises with 
which television competes, the radio, the 
closest of kin, will apparently be the hard- 
est hit.

This survey, as reported by Hofstra’s Dr.

Prophets of calamity have not overlooked 
the possible effect of television on news- 
papers. In a recent article in Harper’s 
magazine, Bernard B. Smith, a New York 
attorney interested in radio law, wrote 
that five years from now ‘‘a not inconsidera- 
ble portion of our American free press may 
be headed toward becoming a bankrupt 
press,” because of television. History shows, 
however, that newspaper circulation sur. 
vived and burgeoned wit& the sudden. com- 
petition of radio. 

An explanation of the strength of the 
press was made to a publishers’ meeting 
recently by Arthur Hays Sulzberger, pub- 
lisher of the New York Times. He as. 
serted that -television and radio are 
primarily media of entertainment, “and 
the newspaper, which gives information, 
is not threatened by them.” He added 
that newspapers which hold readers 
through entertainment features are threat- 
ened, and should re-examine their course, 

Half the present television applications 
come from publishers. Sulzberger dis- 
approves this trend, on the ground that 
television may be an exciting business, 
but “I don’t think it is our business.” 
The Detroit News, which has a television 
station, put the opposite point of view 
editorially: “Public communication is the 
business of a newspaper, and television is 
the latest development in_ it.”

Aside from the amusement, entertain- 
ment and current information fields, there 
is scarcely a cultural or civic activity in 
which television will not play a part. In 
education, television offers one of the 
most instructive instruments available, 
since it combines every feature needed by 
a visual-aid progranm:. One obstacle to its 
use by schools is the high cost, but several 
colleges are experimenting. 

Theoretically the range of television is 
limited to the horizon, or about 60 miles, 
This means development of TV service for 
the broad rural areas will be slow—which 
is one more.reason why sound radio will 
‘continue to have an audience. 

Nevertheless, the Department of Agricul- 
ture already is working on television pro- 
grams for the farmer, in the hope that 
thousands of TV receivers will be in use on 
farms within five years. 

The radio aiready has done marvels 
in making politics more of a reality for 
the mass of citizens. Television will do 
more, The Gallup poll—if that is worth 
quoting any more—found that 64 per cent 
of the people had read something about 
the Republican convention and that 74 
per cent heard about it on the radio. But 
the Hofstra survey di: »vered that 92 
per cent of television set-owners had 
seen the convention. 

Television, of course, operates under the 
same law as radio. This Communications 
Act was passed in 1934, when television was 
still in the laboratory, and may have to be 
altered in time. 

That is the belief of Bernard Smith, 
whose Harper’s article was entitled “There 
Ought to Be a Law.” 
should be done to guarantee the public 
against monopolistic control of a powerful 
method of communications, and whether 
strict rules should not be developed as to 
how advertisers may use television. 

Britain is keeping television, like radio, 
a strict government monopoly.

The information contained in your 

. editorial, “Disturbing Mews from Ger- 

many,” should be brought forcefully to 

the attention of everyone in the United 
tes, 

Especially should it be brought to 
the attention of those of us who fought 
the Nazis in World War II, of our 
fathers who fought the Kaiser's legions 
in World War I, and of our children 
who may have to fight the hordes of 
some Russo-German superstate in a few 
years. 

If at all possible, something must be 
done to reverse the decision of British 
and American statesmen to return the 
industries of the Ruhr valley in Ger> 
many to their former owners. The 
decisions being made on Germany by 
some of our military and diplomatic 
leaders leave some of us who have seen 
the horrors of war sick with frustration. 
How many times do we have to sacri- 
fice blood and treasure before we learn, 
like the French, that Germany simply 
cannot be trusted? 

Another thing some of us seem to 
forget is that a strong Germany does 
not necessarily mean protection against 
Russia. If Germany acts in the future 
as in the past it will make an expedient 
alliance with its supposed arch-enemy, 
Russia. Remember the non-aggression 
pact of 19397 | 

Can anyone be simple enough to be- 
lieve that ideologies will prevent a future 
alliance between a fascist Germany and 
a Communist Russia? The German mili- 
tary clique, we are told,’is convinced 
it can control any possible Russo-Ger- 
man combination. Ideologies always bow 
to opportunity. Hifler was once a half- 
baked Socialist; Mussolini was once a 
rabid Socialist. Yet both eventually 
proved their insincerity, just as the 
Kremlin has proved insincere with its 
prattlings about human rights. 

Our immediate job is to save Western 
civilization and those people with whom 
we have so much in common.

But because of the complicated 
workings of the outmoded electoral college, the 
margin of safety is much too thin for comfort. 

In a total of-something more than 47,300,000 
votes, President Truman has a popular advan- 
tage of about 2,000,000. That is certainly enough 
to make him the clear choice of the voters. 

The electoral majority is even more heavily 
in favor of the President. He carried 28 states 
with a total of 304 electoral votes as against Gov. 
Dewey’s 16 states with a total of 189 electoral 
votes. Thus, the electoral vote confirms the 
popular vote and all is well. : 

But it might easily not be well. The country 
might today be in its greatest political turmoil 
since the bitter Hayes-Tilden battle of 1876. 

The close call comes in the fact that Presi- 
dent Truman carried Illinois by only 33,000, Cali- 
fornia by $3,000 and Ohio by something like 10,- 
000. By these narrow margins did he win IIli- 
nois’s28 electoral votes, California’s 25 and 
Ohio’s 25. 

Thus, a change of something under 40,000 votes 
in these three states would take 78 electoral 
votes away from the President. Mr. Truman’s 
popular advantage would still be approximately 
2,000,000, yet his advantage in the electoral col- 
lege would be wiped out. . 

No ohe knows for a certainty whether this 
would have thrown the choice of the President 
into the House of Representatives, the effect if 
no nominee has the required majority of 266 
in the electoral college. It is impossible to say 
because no one can be sure how the four Dixie- 
crat states are even now preparing to cast their 
38 electoral votes. 

Were the decision up to the House, the Dixie- 
crat electors would have been torn betwéen 
standing by Gov. Thurmond, their nominee, and 
holding onto Democratic patronage which they 
would lose if Gov. Dewey*won. 

Thus, in addition to the possibility of an out- 
right conflict between popular and electoral 
votes, there was only narrowly. averted the pos- 
sibility of a period of more than a month in 
which no one could be sure who would be Pres- 
ident. The very prospect is frightening in view 
of world conditions. 

But that is not all the political disaster which 
we have averted by the skin of our teeth. Had 
Gov. Dewey narrowly won these close states— 
as, by the grace of Henry Wallace, he won New 
York and Michigan—and then somehow won out 
in the electoral college or the House of Repre- 
sentatives, he still would have lost Congress. 

For by no stretch of the imagination would a 
small turnover in presidential votes in these close 
states have changed the Senate and the House 
from Democratic to Republican. In Illinois, for 
example, a change of 17,000 votes for President 
would have changed the electoral votes from the 
Truman column to that of Dewey. But it would 
have taken a change of more than 200,000 IIli- 
nois votes to have re-elected Senator Brooks, 
who lost to Paul H. Douglas by 403,000. 

It follows then that the electoral college ma- 
chinery might well have given the country not 
only a minority President, chosen in the House, 
of Representatives, in an atmosphere of political 
bitterness, after a long and dangerous delay, but 
also a President lacking majorities in both 
branches of Congress at the outset of his term. 

All things considered, it 1s not too much to 
say that the United States has missed political 
catastrophe only by accident. . 

This is a risk that never again should be run. 

The Eighty-first Congress should draw and 
submit to the states a constitutional amendment 
providing for direct election of President. 

Every last vestige of the dangerous electoral 
college should be cut out once and for all.

It is a remarkable commentary on French 

spiritedness, that members of the National 
Assembly have called the Minister of the 
Interior 32 names in four days, an average of 
eight a day. He was termed a liar 17 times, a 
murderer 11 times, a “copper” twice, a “dirty 
boy with a runny nose,” and a racketeer. 
' This speaks highly of French exuberance, 
but what does it speak of French versatility? 
On 27 occasions, members of the assembly could 
do no better than repeat themselves or others, 
calling the Minister a liar, a murderer or a 
“copper” when that ground had already been 
gone over.

By now, however, Americans know a little 
more about Madame Chiang Kai-shek, her hus- 
band and her family. She seems to them less 
like Joan of Arc and more like a determined 
character out of the Forsyte Saga. She seems 
less the champion of the Chinese people, and 
more the jealous guardian of the fortunes of the 
Soongs. 

Her reason for another American ,Visit just 
now, of course, is the possibility that she might 
be able to appeal, over the State Department 
and the White House, to the Congress and the 
people for more aid to the foundering Chinese 
Nationalist regime. 

Oblivious of the niceties of internatjonal good 
conduct, she would ignore President Truman’s 
‘pointed hint that the American Government is 
not even extending an invitation to her husband, 
much less to her. She would have the. temerity 
to try to range one branch of our Government 
against the other. If her good taste does not 


‘indicate the impropriety of this, the election re- 


turns ought to indicate its difficulty. 


But then, the Chiang Kai-shek crowd is des- 


perate, It may be willing to cast aside punc- 
tilio and more in its grasping for overseas aid. 
If so, one would like to suggest that Madame 
Chiang Kai-shek begin by sending back home 
the Chinese wealth which now is in the United 
States. Nobody knows how much of this is in 
hiding here. Early in the year, the Treasury 
had knowledge of about $80,000,000 held in banks 
in the names of prominent Chinese. But the 
Treasury and the State Department believe much 
more is in “‘cloak” accounts, not to mention mil- 
lions more in currency, gold and securities. The 
total is believed to be well above $500,000,000. 


This foreign hoarding of the fortunes of in- 
dividuals high in the Nanking cabal is part and 
parcel of the’story of Chinese corruption. The 
knowledge of this will take the warmth out of 
any American greeting to Madame Chiang Kai- 
shek. Believing that God helps those who first 
help themselves, Americans are reluctant to pour 
out more dollars for a cause which the Chinese 
seem unwilling to defend with their own lives, 
their honor and, least of all, their fortunes. 
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How Plain Is Plain Enough?

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Korean Enigma 

The most disquieting thing about the Korean 
Government’s repeated statements that Ameri- 
can troops are going to withdraw is the United 
States’ silence on that subject. 

No one debates what would result if the United 
States took its troops out of South Korea. Na- 
tive Communist troops from the Russian zone 
of North Korea would sooner or later sweep 
down and take over for the all-Korea Govern- 
ment which the Reds have set up at Pyongyang. 

As Maj. George Fielding Eliot has said, “our 
name would be mud—in China, in Southeast 
Asia, even in the Midille East.” 

The issue in Seoul is the same as the issue 
in Berlin. Does this country stick by its friends 
and its announced intentions, or does it withdraw 
if opposed and let its friends be slaughtered? 
It would do little good to keep on answering 
right in one part of the world if we had already 
answered wrong in another.

Perhaps no myth has ever produced 
more ruinous consequences or heaped 
more disgrace upon American democratic 
institutions.

Pendergast’s Fine Promise 


Several decades ago, when citizens of 
Kansas City began complaining of the 
numerous burglaries, robberies and mur- 
ders, the Pendergast machine offered a 
solution. The people were informed that 
petty misdemeanors, such as gambling, 
should be overlooked by the police who 
could then concentrate on the more serious 
offenses. 

Gambling was officially tolerated and it 
flourished. The same was true of every 
other type of crime and vice. 

Kansas City had become the most wide- 
open town in the United States—a haven 
for the toughest gangsters. The officials 
who had utilized the underworld in main- 
taining political dominance had created a 
monster they could no longer control. 

Kansas City had to endure years of the 
“rule of ruin” before Tom-Pendergast was 
committed to the federal penitentiary, May 
29, 1939. 

The notorious Capone gang was spawned 
during the regime of Mayor William Hale 
Thompson. Next to his advocacy of “punch- 
ing King Georgg in the snoot,” Big Bill 
championed the cause of the wide-open 
town. And that is what the people of Chi- 
cago got—open gang warfare on the down- 
town streets of Chicago 


Chicago’s Gift to the Nation 
Under the Kelly-Nash regime the crim- 


inal-political alliance continued to exert 


tremendous influence in the affairs of local 
governmient. A plot hatched by members 
of the Capone gang resulted in a million- 


doliar extortion from the motion picture 


industry. . | 
Labor organizations, both local and na 
tional, were taken over exploited for 
the welfare of Paul Ricca, Louis “Little 
New York” Campagna, Frank Nitti and 
associates. This same group of Chicago 


*gangsters organized a nationwide racing 


wire news service designed to monopolize 
handbook operations throughout the nation. 
The Capone gang, nurtured in the 
friendly official atmosphere of Chicago, had 
become a national menace. In _ recent 
months when four top-ranking members of 
the Capone syndicate serving federal prison 
sentences desired paroles, they demon- 
atrated their power by reaching out into 


Missouri, Texas and elsewhere to secure 
paid emissaries with strong political con- 
nections in the national government, Out- 
standing federal tax claims were settled. 
Pending indictments were dismissed. And 
these four top-ranking members of Chi- 
cago’s notorious Capone gang with a his- 
tory of three decades of murder, extortion 
and plunder, were released on parole after 
serving the minimum time of the 10-year 
sentences originally imposed upon them. 


The hoodlum and criminal element gravi- 
tates to those areas pursuing the wide-open 
town policy with unfailing certainty. And 
it is just as inevitable that these undesir- 
ables will exert tremendous influence in the 
affairs of government, The notorious gang- 
ster Bugsy Siegel knew whereof he spoke 
when he said shortly before his death: 
“We don’t run for political office, we own 
the politicians.” 


A Century of Tammany 


For the greater part of a century, Tam- 
many Hall has been synonymous with cor- 
ruption and misrule. And throughout that 
period the influence of the professional 
gambling fraternity was enormous. 


Mayor LaGuardia was known as the im- 
placable foe of the gambling interests. His 
warfare against this group was vigorous 
and continuous, His critics complained 
that LaGuardia was incessantly concerned 
with petty things, like gambling. But La- 
Guardia knew what his critics failed to 
realize or refused to admit—that organized 
gambling is the principal source of revenue 
of the underworld and the backbone of 
criminal-political alliances with attending 
corruption. LaGuardia knew that wide- 
open gambling and good government cannot 
exist side by side. 

Today the people of Chicago, for the first 
time in many decades, have an opportunity 
to rid the city of those criminal elements 
that have written such black pages in its 
history. During Mayor Kennelly’s first 
year, a major blow has been dealt the 
underworld by materially shutting off the 
principal source of revenue of Chicago's 
organized criminal element.

But the criminal 
minority is organized; it is thoroughly 
familiar with its objectives and it is willing 
to expend sustained effort as well as money 
to achieve them, 

True democracy cannot be had for the 
asking. The good citizens must have or- 
ganization; they must have direction; and 
the effort must be a continuing one. 

There is no escaping the truism of 
Thomas Paine: “Those who expect to reap 
the blessings of freedom must, like men, 
undergo the fatigues of supporting it.”

The instrument of revolution is 
the Overseas Food Corp., with an 
initial capitalization of $110,000,- 
000 whose task is to grow peanuts 
in Tanganyika, northern Rhode- 
sia and Kenya on a scale never 
before dreamed of in any part of 
the world. 

Within five years, if everything 
goes according to plan, O.F.C. 
will. have cleared 65000 square 
miles of virgin bush country and 
planted the better part of 3,000,- 
000 acres in peanuts, sunflowers 


and other oil-bearing seeds. In 
10 years, it is planned to start 
selling the world’s largest collec- 
tive farms to native African co- 
operatives for continued exploita- 
tion. 


Divided in 15 Areas. 


The groundnuts scheme, as the 
British call it, is divided into 15 
areas, each subdivided into units 
of 30,000 acres. The largest area, 
at Liwale, in southern Tangany- | 
ika, consists of 55 units covering 
2578 square miles — by far the 
largest single farm in the world. 
The most progress has been made 
so far at ongwa, in .central 
Tanganyika, where there are 15 
units covering 703 square miles. 

The godfather of the ground- 
nuts scheme is the Marxian writ- 
er John Strachey, now Britain’s 
Minister of Food. He, however, 
has merely adopted gnd clothed in 
Socialist doctrine the postwar 
brainchild of Frank Samuel, man- 
aging director of the United 
Africa Co., presumably a capital- 
ist organization. : 

United Africa is a subsidiary of 
Unilever, the parent company of 
Lever Bros., who manufacture in 
the British Empire and the Unit- 
ed States such familiar household 
products as Lux and Spry. 

In the early stages of the pea- 
nut project, which was started in 
the spring of 1947, United Africa 
acted as O.F.C.’s m-naging agent. 

Since last May, however, O.F.C. 
has been managing its own af- 
fairs with the help of engineers, 
agronomists and estate managers 
on loan from United Africa, 

Socialists and Army Men. 

The men who are responsible 
to the Labor Government for 
O.F.C.’s success or failure are 
about equally divided between 
professional socialists and es- 
sional army men. The nistry 
of Food has received no fewer 
than 100,000 applications for 3500 
jobs. Africans employed on the

With the great enterprise under 
way, East Africa is becoming a 
vast laboratory for testing the 
arguments for and against gov- 
ernment planning in the back- 
ward areas of the wofld. 

Defenders of the peanut project, 
whether socialists or not, are 
agreed that the United Kingdom 
—indeed, all of western Europe— 
is doomed to slow starvation un- 
less the world’s lagging food pro- 
duction is rapidly increased. 

The Marshall plan, they realize, 
fs only a temporary palliative. 
The only long-term solution to 
Europe’s food problem is to bring 
into production millions and mil- 
lions of acres of new farmland. 
The only new farmland that can 
be brought into production quick- 
ly is to be found in the uninhab- 
ited bush country of British Hast 
Africa. 

Urgent Need for Fats. 

Fats are the most important 
Jack in the European diet today. 
The fat shortage of western Eu- 


of 6,000,000 tons of peanuts, the 
cheapest source of edible oil. The 
shortage in the United Kingdom 
alone is expected to exceed one- 
fourth that amount. 

Another Socialist argument is 
that East Africa’s peanut crop, 
which is expected to overcome 
Britain’s fat shortage within 10 
years, will not only save the dol- 
lars that would otherwise have 
to be spent on imported fats but 
will also greatly reduce the cost 
of fats to the British housewife.. 

The peanut project, moreover, 
is an effective means of rehabili- 
tating the undernourished peas- 
ants of East Africa, who have 
hitherto subsisted on the pitifully 
meager crops obtained by anti- 
quated methods on exhausted, 
overcrowded land. Foqd Minister 
Strachey says the project will 
benefit Africans as much as Eu- 
ropeans. 

The project probably will suc- 
ceed in spite of, rather than be- 
cause of, the bungling socialist 
planning behind it. The cost likely

Transportation Problem. 

Shipping problems already have 
developed even though a new port 
at Mikindani is being rushed to 
completion, it will be incapable 
of handling more than half the 
nuts the Liwale alone is expected 
to produce.

Ni for New Territories. 

Many non-socialists here are 
supporting the peanut project in 
the belief that Britain’s survival 
depends on opening up territories 
like Tanganyika whose develop- 
ment, in the past, has been im- 
peded by lack of private capital. 
They are confident that O.F.C, 
will eventually be forced to spend, 
enough money on ports, highways 
and railroads as to make it profit- 
able at last for private companies 
to begin exploiting Tanganyika’s 
rich and varied mineral wealth. 

Unilever’s United Africa Co. is 
supporting the project as a cheap 
and quick means of insuring the 
supply of fats it needs to maintain 
and, if possible, increase its pro- 
duction of soap and margarine. 
Its West African peanut produc- 
tion (360,000 tons a year) has long 
been inadequate. Its palm oil 
plantations, because of war dam- 
age, revolutions, unions and high- 
er wages, ate becoming less and 
less profitable. 

Lever Bros. is convinced, there- 
fore, that peanuts and sunflowers 
will eventually replace copra as a 
source of fat. If the Labor Gov- 
ernment is willing to subsidize pro- 
duction in East Africa, so much 
the better.

NVIRONMENT, as well as

Physically, a more complicated 
set-up of committee rooms and 
far-flung offices would be hard to 
duplicate. Much of the present 
mounting fatigue among dele- 
gates, secretariat and correspond- 
ents stems directly from the com- 
plications of merely getting from 
one place to another. 

If the delegates have learned 
anything here in France, it is that 
the temporary headquarters at 
Lake Success and the assembly 
hall at Flushing Meadow weren't 
so bad after all. | 

Reason for Move. 

The main argument for coming 
to Paris this year was that it 
would show the flag to Europeans. 
It would help sell the U.N. 
abroad, 

As far as I have been able to 
discover, however, the average 
Frenchman is too overburdened 
with his economic problems, his 
worries about the Communist 
“slow strangulation” pattern of 
anti-Marshall-plan strikes, to think 
or care much about the U.N. 

Thus, partly as a result of 
cramped, inadequate quarters and 
partly because of the French- 
man’s preoccupation with his own 
struggle for existence, the U.N. is 
playing here largely for its own 
rooters. 

All the frustrations inherent in

The Mayor cited 
the fact that exteriors of down- 
town buildings are being cleaned, 
indicating their ‘owners believe 
dense smoke will not return; that 
there were no smogs last winter 
and none so far this fall; that 
men can wear shirts two days, 
and that housewives report cur- 
tains stay cleaner. 

Statistics to back up his state- 
ments were ticked off by Sumner 
B. Ely, superintendent of the 
Smoke Prevention Bureau: 60 to 
65 per cent less smoke in the. last 
year and a half; a drop in dust- 
fall of 8 to 28 per cent in vari- 
ous sections of the city, as com- 
pared with 10 years ago; 39 per 
cent more sunshine. °

“In brief,” Mayor Lawrence said, 
leaning back in his chair in his 
well-appointed office on the fifth 
floor of the City-County building, 
‘we have made real progress. © 
copied from you in St. Louis?”

By the 
end of the year, it is expected that 
$25 diesels will be operating in or 
through Allegheny county. 

Health ‘Much Better.’ 

As a result of the smoke drive, 
the community’s health is “much 
better,” particularly in the last 
year, Dr. Alexander said. “Phy- 
sicians say they are not seeing 
as many nose and throat cases 
this year,” he related, “There 
has been a considerable decrease 
in upper respiratory disease cases 
and there are not as many pneu- 
monias.” 

Pittsburgh takes its “new look” 

seriously, Mayor Lawrence asked 
Beatrice Lillie, comedienne, to re-

Law Effective Year Ago. 

Commercial buildings were 
brought under the Pittsburgh 
smoke control law in 1941 but the 
ordinance was not enforced dur- 
ing the war years. The law be- 
came fully effective, applying to 
homes as well as industry and 
business buildings, a year ago. 
About 4000 stacks which had been 
producing smoke have been cor- 
rected, Ely reported. 

Housewives write “testimonial 
letters” to the smoke prevention 
bureau, Bly related, saying their 
wallpaper and curtaing stay 
cleaner. 

He asstgned much of the credit 
for improvement of the Pittsburgh 
air to the United Smoke Council, a 
civic group of “live and tenacious” 
men, formed two years ago. The 
council has given wide circulation 
to a pamphlet entitled “That New 
Look in Pittsburgh,” listing the 
facts on more sunshine, less smoke 
and less soot. 

Railroads operating here, Ely 
continued, employ about 15 smoke 
inspectors, who report to the city’s 
smoke prevention bureau daily on 
their observations of locomotive 
smoke. Working with two city 
inspectors, the railroad men have 
made 225,000 observations and have 
reported 30 violations, after check- 
ing 10,000 locomotives in the last 
year. “The inspection system Is 
much more effective than gadg- 
ets,” Ely commented. 

«Besides the changes made by 
railroads, industry also is making 
large investments to eliminate 
smoke. Jones & Laughlin Steel 
Corp. is spending $4,500,000 to con- 
sOlidate four boiler houses on the 
south side into one with dust col- 
lectors and modern improvements. 
The Allegheny County Steam 
Heating Co., which furnishes heat 
to many of the largest downtown 
office buildings, is installing $600,- 
000 worth of electric precipitators 
for fly ash collection. 

Carnegie Institute of Technology 
is remodeling its power plant. Du- 
quesne Light Co. is planning to 
erect dust collectors at its Brunots 
Island plant and Gimbel Bros. and 
Pittsburgh Terminal warehouses 
are being equipped with new pow- 
er plants, 

Asked if the cleaner air in 
Pittsburgh has lured back any

the suburbs, Ely said no large- 
scale movement has developed 
but inquiries have been made re- 
cently about adding new large 
industrial plants to Pittsburgh.

It 
brought them riddance of 122 
years of foreign rule, but it also 
brought strife, bloodshed and a 
ruined economy. 


Political sources hasten to add 
that any move at reunion could 
come only after removal of the 
present Socialist-dominated anti- 
British government. Only a gen- 
eral election completely free of 
threat and intimidation, or a coup 
d@’etat, can achieve this. 


Elections May Be Delayed. 
Free Burma’s first elections are 
scheduled for March-April next 
year, but it is doubtful whether 
they will be held in a free atmos- 
phere, or whether they will take 
place at all. 


In the first place the rebellion 
movement is said to still envelop 
more than three-quarfers of the 
country. There is a_ ceaseless 
movement of the population and 
it is impossible to draw up any 
accurate electoral roll, made fur- 
ther difficult by disruption of com- 
munications. 


Secondly, there is the activity of 
private armies, backing their re- 
spective parties. Latest of these, 
according to confidential neutral 
sources, are the village levies or 
home guards, owing allegiance to 
to the Socialists.

“Gamble That Went Wrong.”

One thing Americans will want 
to know is, “Will it hurt the 
Marshall plan?” But the answer 
can’t be given until it goes 
through. If steel production in 
England were to drop as a result 
of government ownership, the 
lan, of course, would be hurt. 

@ economic recovery which the 

Marshall plan is trying to pump- 
prime with American dollars 
would be delayed. 
But no one can say whether 
production will fall. Government 
experts argue that it’s unlikely 
since industry will remain in the 
hands of the old managers, who 
can be counted on through pride 
of profession and patriotism not 
to sabotage the Government. 

Critics say this is mere “window 
dressing” and that the Govern- 
ment will not leave the old man- 
agement in power very long. In 
any event, the testing date is not 
expected to come wntil 1951 or 
4952 for, the Government experts 
say, it will take them that long 
to get going on the reforms they 
contemplate. 

Has the steel industry asked 
for this sock in the jaw? 

Yes, says the Government, the 
steel industry is a monopoly (the 
steelmakers deny this but in the 
American definition of the term 
they probably do have a monop- 
oly). There is no Sherman anti- 
trust act here. Anyway, the Brit- 
ish maintain, the act has had only 
a “limited success” in breaking up 
monopolies in America. 

Trust-Busting, British Style. 

The British system of trust- 
busting is for the Government to 
take over. Sir Stafford Cripps 
has said he wants to convert steel, 
a “private monopoly” into a “pub- 
lic monopoly.” 

The Socialists (Laborites) re- 
call the hard times of 1934 when 
the steel industry was happy to 
have the high protective tariff it 
was given by the Conservative 
Government of the day, plus the 
added advantage of a strong cen- 
tral organization of its own with 
rights to regulate prices and cap- 
ital investment. 

The steel men are sensitive to 
this criticism as well as about 
the aid they are getting now 
from Government subsidies. They 
declare their prices are the low- 
est in the world, with the ex- 
ception of Australia—lower even 
than American steel prices, in 
most cases. But they fail to men- 
tion that these prices are low 
because: 

1, They get the scrap meta! at 
the artificial price of $16 a ‘ton 
compared to the world scrap 
price of nearly $40 a ton. 

2. The cost of ores imported 
from abroad for processing in 
Britain is carried partially by 
taxation. 

3. They get preferential rail- 
road rates. 

Steel Men’s Arguments, 
The steel industry says it does 
not deserve this sock in the jaw 
because: 

1. It is producing more steel 
now than ever before—just un- 
der 15 million tons yearly com- 
pared to_a prewar output never 
exceeding 13.2 million tons. 
(There are 2240 pounds in a 
British long ton.) 


2. Worker efficiency is good. 
Output per man is about 10 per 
cent above prewar. (The Social- 
ists say the men are working 
hard because they have been 
promised public ownership of 
the industry. The steel men re- 
ply, “look what happens when 
the government takes over an 
industry. Output per man in the 
coal mines, now under public 
ownership, is about 5 per cent 
below 1937.”) 

Relations between lebor and 
Management are good. There 
has never beén a serious strike 
in steel, On the average, steel 
workers earn $30 a week but 
piecework and other incentives 
makes it possible for some to 
make as much as $75.

Is the British steel industry 
inefficient? 

By American standards, Yes.

“we are in the process of re- 
equipping and modernizing. In 
1945 we embarked on a program 
which will oost at least $800,- 
000,000,” 

With this increased moderniza- 
tion, the industry says if left on 
its own it will demonstrate its 
efficiency by turning out 17% to 
18 million tons of steel a year 
by the early 1950's. 

Can the Socialists make the 
steel industry even more effi- 
cient? 

They say they ‘van. They say 
the government is the only body 
with enough power and money 
and impartial farsightedness to 
reorganize the industry, close 
down, uneconomic plants which 
need to pe closed down but won't 
be under private ownership, and 
so on. 

Only time will demonstrate 
whether they can actually do this, 
Certainly they have not, as yet, 
given an impressive record in 
their operation of the coal mines. 
As yet, very few uneconomie coal 
mines have been closed down. 

In the matter of modernizing 
the steel industry, they indicate 
they will spend 1 billion, $2,000,000 
— {400,000,000 more than the pri- 
vate owners contemplate—for «a 
“genuine” modernization, 

A Look at the Future. 

What about the future? 

The Socialist theorists antici- 
pate aiding the British economy 
by an “all out” effort in stee] pro- 
duction with a surplus to sell on 
the world market. They say that 
only the government with full 
resources and the advantage of 
national credit is in a position to 
take the risks involved. 

But critics of nationalization see 
a danger that the Government 
will price itself out of the world 
steel market—as it is now nearly 
pricing itself out of the world 
coal market, They argue that the 
steel workers, like the coal min- 
ers, can be expected to shout for 
higher wages once the Govern- 
ment takes over; that the workers 
employed in uneconomic § steel 
plants will protest if the Govern- 
ment starts to shut them down. 

It is difficult for a working- 
man’s government to refuse the 
claims of working men—and, from 
the prestige point of view, it has 
to do something to show the 
workers the “benefits of national 
ownership.” In coal, wages were 
raised and very few uneconomic 
mines have been shut down. The 
miners engaged in a staydown 
strike when the Government tried 
to shut down one such mine. The 
consequence has been a sharp ine 
crease in the cost of coal. 


Cost and Competition. 

If the cost of steel goes up, too, 
under Government ownership, the 
Government may have a hard 
time selling it in competition with 
other steel-producing nations, on 
the buyer’s market which is ex- 
pected to develop within the next 
few years. 

So far, the Government hag 
taken over the coal mines, the 
eir lines, the railroads, the bus 
lines, the electricity and gas com- 
panies. It is running ell of them 
at a loss excendt coal. 

The Socialists believe in a 
planned economy and, therefore, 
steel must be taken over so that it 
can be fitted into Government 
plans. 

The Socialists believe that by 
planning ,a nation’s economy, the 
disastrous depressions that have 
followed the booms of private en- 
terprise nations can be avoided. 

Then, too, extreme left-wingers 
in the British Government, such as 
Aneurin Bevan, have obviously 
blackmailed the more conservative 
Socialist leadership of the party, 
such as ‘Clement Attlee, into keepe 
ing the 1945 election promise to 
nationalize steel] by threatening to 
resign and promote a dangerous 
party split if the promise were not 
carried out during the life of the 
present parliament. 

In doing this, the Labor party is 
redeeming its last major pledge 
of the 1945 campaign. It would 
not have been able to do it had it 
not been bolstered by the billions

need GREEK WAY TO 
WESTERN CIVILIZA- 
TION” by Edith Hamilton 


is undoubtedly one of the most 
enlightening books published 
during the last quarter of a 
century. Strictly speaking it o 
an anthropological study but 
charm and lightness of its shle 
make it read like a fondly re- 
membered personal chronicle. It 
must not be supposed from this, 
however, that Miss Hamilton has 
recast her impressions of this 
golden age in the form of “‘imag- 
inary tonversations” with Pindar, 
Sophocles and the like. Her 
conclusions are all logical in- 
terpretations of stated facts and 
any scholar who undertakes to 
dispute them will have to choose 
some point of attack other than 
her documentation. 


“The Greek Way” was first 
published in 1930 by Norton. It 
has recently been brought out in 
a 35-cent paper edition by the 
New American Library which 
seems to indicate that some 
authoritative editorial mind be- 
lieves that the book has a human 
interest value which will enable 
it to compete with the erotic 
comedies of Thorne Smith and 
the romances of Mrs. Faith Bald- 
win. Such an assumption may 
be over-optimistic. It can be 
truthfully said, however, that 
one needs no background of 
scholarly reference in order to 
grasp its argument and it is 
therefore a book that any liter- 
ate person is likely to enjoy. 


In Miss Hamilton’s view the 
Greek civilization that reached 
its summit during the days of 
Pericles represented a flowering 
of the mind that has never quite 
been equaled in history. _ The 
period that embraced the Re- 
naissance and the plays of 
Shakespeare had a comparable 
vitality but in all other times 
humanity has oscillated between 
the claims of the spirit and the 
mind. At one extreme the life 
of the ponderable world was re. 
jected and the flesh was morti- 
fied; at the other the mind has 
exercised a domination that 
weakened both the religious im- 
pulse and consideration of the 
imponderables — those _refine- 
ments of life which cannot be 
measured but which give tone to 
the experience of living. 
Te the expression of a syn- 

thesis, of the mind ‘that 
sought the truth through the in- 
numerable data of the natural 


world; and the intuitive spirit 
that feels the presence of God.

The decchain on the three event 
tragic dramatists, Aeschylus, 
Sophocles and Euripides should 
have the effect of sending even 
the roving general reader back 
to the texts. Most of us are not 
qualified to go back to the 
originals—even if we could re- 
call anything from those desul- 
tory encounters with Xenophon’s 
“Anabasis” and the “Odyssey.” 
But though the shadings of 
word and phrase and rhythmic 
stress are lost to all but those 
few who have lived with the lan. 
guage for years, as has Miss 
Hamilton,.the great thoughts and 
gestures can be recaptured from 
translations. 

The nature of Greek tragedy 
and the tragic sense of life are 
clearly exposed even though 
briefly. Looking at the subject 
without reference points. one 
might suppose that the Greek 
public was either morbid o? 
latently barbaric if it enjoyed 
the bloody events of “Electra,” 
“Oedipus” and “The Trojan 
Women.”’ But the pleasure to 
the mind that came from these 
spectacles was not the morbid 
pleasure of being shocked by 
murder and mutilation but the 
deep satisfaction of being told, 
in memorable words, that human 
fortitude was equal to human 
disaster. Life is uncertain, 
shocks and dislocations are our 
lot and death lies at,the end of 
the road. But the elevated spirit 
can meet it without flinching. 
And it happened in life as well 
as in art. Socrates, comforting 
his judges and joking with his 
prison warden, is an example.

F the real inwardness of 
| Greek life is gone beyond re- 

‘capture, a new synthesis, a 
new balance between spirit and 
mind, is still possible Miss Ham- 
ilton thinks. And there is still a 
clear lesson for us in the Greek 
way of living that could make 
much of common things and 
could elevate the spirit to some- 
thing like immunity against dis- 
aster. 

What Miss Hamilton does not 
discuss is the extent to which the 
common level of men and the 
slaves were affected by the 
simple penetrating beauty of 
Greek art and the flavor of 
Greek ideas. One may suppose 
that nobody was completely un- 
touched even though H. G. Wells 
has said that the Greek chario- 
teer in the time of Pericles was 
probably no different from a 
New York taxi driver. After all 
as many as 20,000 persons would 
gather-to witness the tragedies 

Agschylus and Sophocles and 
the. comedies of Aristophanes.

He STEELE COMMAG- 


GER is a professor of hié- 

tory at Columbia University 
who is best known for his schol- 
arly texts in American ~ history. 
Temporarily he has deserted that 
field to edit an anthology of 
children’s literature. He had, 
admittedly, a great field from 
which to select, but the result is 
better than one has any right to 
expect. His book is wonderful. 

“St. Nicholas” first appeared 
in 1873, edited by Mary Mapes 
-Dodge, who had eight years earl- 
ier written the very successful 
“Hans Brinker or the Silver 
Skates.” Scribner’s gave her 
free rein, the only requirement 
being that she get out the best 
magazine for young people in 
the world. For 30 years she 
conducted a magazine which 
often reached that lofty stand- 
ard. , 

It is. difficult to think of a 
list of authors more distin- 
guished than Mr. Commager’s. 
The first story in the volume is 
by Dorothy Canfield; and Joel 
Chandler Harris, Ellis Parker 
Butler, Albert Bigelow Paine, 
Rudyard Kipling, Bret Harte, 
John Kendrick Bangs, Ben Ames 
Williams, and Jack London are 
only a few more of the writers 
of fiction represented. An ex- 
cellent story I had never read is 
Frank R. Stockton’s “The Grif- 
fin and the Minor Canon.’’ So 
far as I know, it appears in no 
other story collection, although 
it certainly deserves inclusion. 

There are also good things by 
persons famous in fields other 
than fiction. Theodore Roose- 
velt’s article on buffalo hunting 
is virile and alive, and Dr. Wil- 
bert Grenfell has an exciting ac- 
count of a doctor’s life in New- 
foundland. 

One of the last sections of the 
book contains contributions to 
the St. Nicholas League. Edna 
St. Vincent Millay appeared in 
this section at 15, while Stephen 
Vincent Benet made the grade 
at 13. Cornelia Otis Skinner 
was only 11 when her poem ap- 
peared, but the palm goes to 
Sterling North, who got in at 8. 

“St. Nicholas” in its day had 
competitors, chief of which was 
probably the ‘‘Youth’s Compan- 
ion,” and children who read one 
or the other were staunch sup- 
porters of their favorite.

Many readérs will find too pat 
his assertion that the Keynesian 
formula of deficit spending by 
government is the sovereign rem- 
edy for unemployment.

For all practical purposes, 
however, he does argue effec- 
tively for the values of an eco- 
nomic system of freedom.

The plain 
facts of his two-year odyssey 
and a later voyage which ended 
in his death are gaudy, gory and 
fantastic, more than enough ma- 
terial for a rip-roaring yarn. 
Some of this vitality and color 
cémes through in Miss’ Westcott’s 
novel, particularly when she is 
describing vigorous action: a 
tavern brawl, a storm at sea or 
the capture and plundering of 
the great Spanish treasure ship 
Santa Anna. 

Unfortunately the story slacks 
off into the usual Hollywood 
claptrap when the author gets 
fouled up with, not one, but two 
love stories.

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Mother Nature Just F orgot to Bring the Ducks 
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HE duck-hunting seasons in Missouri and Illinois closed yester- 
day, one hour before sunset, with most observers agreeing that 
only the vanguard of the big flight of birds from the north 


Reports from Ducks. Unlimited 
and the United States Fish and 
Wildlife Service, which have not 
always seen eye to eye on the 
duck situation, pointed out that 
there was a good nesting season 
in Canada and the supply of ducks 
was greater than last year. Lack 
of consistently cold weather, how- 
ever, caused a delay in the‘ push- 
off of the birds on their south- 
ward migration. 

Consequently, duck hunters in 
the areas above St. Charles and 
around Old Monroe, Mo., where 
St. Louisans shoot, did not have 
much luck generally. The same 
was true for those who tried lands 
closer to the Mississippi river and 
some of the islands in this section. 

One notable exception to the 
prevailing mediocre wildfow]l 
hunting was in the areas adjacent 
to the federal refuge~near Batch- 
town, IIl., on the Mississippi river. 
This 1200-acre refuge, which ex- 
tends almost three miles north of 
the Winfield dam, now has an 
estimated 100,000 ducks as stop- 
»over guests. ‘ 

Good Luck in Waning Days. 

For the last half of the season, 
hunter§ who took positions south 
of the refuge were uniformly suc- 
cessful in bagging ducks that 
came out of the restricted area. 

The writer, accompanied by Ed- 
ward A. Davis, federal refuge 
manager, made a tour one day 
last week of the Batchtown area, 
and also the larger Swan and Gil- 
bert lakes refuge on the Illinois 
river above Grafton. 

Observed by field glasses from 
a high spot in Pere Marquette 
Park, the congregation of 150,000 
ducks in the Swan-Gilbert refuge 
looked almost like an extension of 
the shore, so thickly were they 
bunched. On the opposite side of 
a stretch of water, several thou- 
sand geese kept to themselves. 

Davis said duck shooting has not 
been so good around this refuge 
as at Batchtown because of heavy 
gun pressure and a prevalence of 
“trigger-happy” hunters who kept 
the birds too high to bring down. 
On the whole, however, wildfowl 
shooters did better here than 
elsewhere, and, on occasion, hunt- 
ing was very good. 

“Smart Ducks, Dumb Ducks.” 

Because of the terrain, it was 
difficult to get close to the wild- 
fowl at this refuge, but at Batch- 
town one could approach fairly 
close to groups of thousands of 
birds, idling in the water or feed- 
ing on smartweed. 

As we neared the water, the 
birds would begin to move uneasily 
and then suddenly they would rise 
up by the thousands, joined by 
many others that had been on the 
land, unseen. 

The flight of ducks that occa-

sionally left the restricted area 
was a point of interest. As Davis 
said: “This is where you can te!] 
thé dumb on’s from the smart 
ones.” With uncanny instinct, 
some of the birds would wing 
straight up and fly high just be- 
fore they got to the limits of the 
refuge. 

Others would. continue on a low- 
level flight and soon would be 
heard the “Bang! Bang!” of the 
hunters’ guns in the blinds out- 
side the refuge. The birds that 
survived the firing line became 
the “smart ones” of another day. 

We spent some time in one of 
to see how 


arrived in the two states during the 30-day season, 


| the hunters. were doing. The ducks 

came over often enough for most 
of the shooters to be choosy. If 
the hunter wanted his legal limit 
of four ducks to be all mallard 
drakes, only a little cma was 
required. 

The 39 hunters hinthiet by Davis 
the day the writer was with him 
had a total bag of 135 ducks, an 
average of 3.5 apiece. The break- 
down was as follows: Mallards, 
112; pintails, 13; green-winged teal, 
3; blue-winged teal, 1; shoveler, 
1; redhead, 1, and scaup, 4. 

As an example of how the birds 
get to know places of safety. on 
their southern flights, Davis point- 
ed out that last year, when Batch- 
town refuge was opened, the peak 
concentration was 40,000, com- 
pared with the present 100,000, 
which is expected to go even high- 
er before ~ be! pea is over.

The portrait of mustached Ger- 
hard Mennen on every tin of

Bros. on a box of,cough drops. 


“My mother‘is a Mennen and 
there’s money there,” Soapy Wil- 
liams will admit cautiously. “But 
I only draw $100 a month of that.” 


Soapy will admit further that he 
is a director and minority stock- 
holder of the Mennen Co., which 
has headquarters in Newark. He 
won't contradict the often printed 
report that he is to come into a 
$12,000,000 trust fund at 40. 

As the owner of a mortgeged 
manor and a disheveled auto, all 
he will say is: 

“T honestly’ don’t know how 
much it is, but I’m no plutocrat.” 

There has been some confusion 
about G. Mennen Williams, a 
widespréad assumption being that 
he is not only an heir‘of Mennen’s 
shaving creams and soaps but of 
Williams shaving creams as well.

into politics. He is the eldest of 
three sons. He has a brother in 
the dairy cattle business in Colo- 
rado who, he explains, was too 
far away to assist him in his 
gubernatorial race. He has an- 
other brother living in Detroit 
who did assist him in every way 
but financially. 


And Soapy’s mother, as stanch- 
ly Republican as his brothers, was 
in spirit with him all the time 
he was campaigning.

Feeding Birds at 
Possum Trot Farm © 
By Leonard Hall 


T was about 10 days ago that Mama noticed the titmice and 
Carolina wrens coming in to prospect around the empty bird 
feeders. And even though the wild harvest of berries and 
fruits and nuts has been a full one this autumn, she decided it 
| was time to start feeding 
her song birds. | 
We still have the problem 
of planting more trees and 
shrubs of species which will 
furnish winter food and pro- 
tection close to our house— 
as well as a hedge of multi- 
flora rose leading from the 
yard out past the barn lot to 
the woods along the ridge. 
This latter will be to provide 
a safe travel-way—for we've 
noticed that many of the 
song birds hesitate to cross 
a long stretch of open terri- 
tory to come to the feeders. 
At any rate, Mama put out 
cracked grain and some bits 
of suet and a mixture of 
peanut butter and dog meal. 
Thig latter is in the interest 
of economy, for the birds 
seem to like it just as well as they do peanut butter alone; and, 
as I’ve stated before in this column, peanut butter is one food 
which every bird that comes to the feeders learns to like and 
consume in large quantities before winter is over.

@ OUR FEEDERS ARE EXTREMELY MODEST ones— 
simply built from scraps of old lumber guch as orange crates— 
but we’ve found that our birds like these just as well as they do 
more elaborate structures. Yet if your garden or yard needs 
something more ornamental, I’m sure that professionally built 
feeders can be purchased at moderate cost. 

“Certainly the pleasure to be derived from watching the 
friendly songsters—from having your grounds bright with the 
colorful cardinal, the friendly chickadee, and all the other 
species which winter in our clime—is well worth the small 
investment in feed and feeders. 
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. - Our own feeders are all placed in sight of the 
kitchen windows, fo it is in the kitchen that much of 
life on the farm during the daylight hours of winter is 
‘Gentered. Two are hung by wires from the branches of 
“gxigar maple and cherry trees, on the theory that a 
-swinging feeder will discourage the English sparrows. 
We find, however, that they soon get used to the swing- 
ing motion, but there are not enough of them to dis- 
courage or drive away the other birds,

@ ON THE VERY FIRST DAY, MAMA reported a half-dozen 
visitors. Next morning was cold and ugly, with gusts of rain 
which constantly threatened to turn to snow.’ When we came 
out to breakfast it was still dark, but the activity around the 
feeders looked like a bee swarm. The downy woodpeckers were 
there in force—and chickadees and titmice came back and forth 
from the Woods. As we ate, we heard the small “penny whistle” 
of the nuthatches and then the cheerful song of the Carolina 
wren. Next came the handsome red-bellied woodpecker which 
is one of our steadiest all-winter visitors; and he was followed 
by a pair of cardinals. 

And as I write this, Mama calls up fo the study to report a 
bluebird—the first of this species which has ever come in to the 
feeding station. From this auspicious start, we’re hoping for.a 
considerably bigger count than we had last season. The red- 
headed woodpeckers are still here and we’re hoping that if we 
can get them coming in, they may spend the winter with us, for 
they are listed as migratory only in the northern parts of their 


range.

@ THERE ARE FEW FAMILIES WHICH have better repre- 
sentation in Missouri than the woodpeckers. The big flickers 
are perhaps the most gregarious of the tribe, for we often see 
them down in the pasture, consorting with robins and meadow- 
larks and other birds of the open fields. At other times, they 
appear in numbers out on the ridge behind the house, where at 
the same time can be seen the red-heads, downy and hairy 
woodpeckers, and the red-bellied. 

The yellow-bellied sapsucker seems to stick more closely to 
the woods than the rest, although we’ve had them at the feeders 
in bad weather. Only last week a giant pileated visited the old 
apple: trees in the small pasture which joins the yard to the 
west. He was no more than a dozen yards from the house and 
out in the open field, which is quite unlike his usual habit of 
sticking close to the big timber. 1f we could ever record this 
fellow as having visited our feeders it would be a triumph 
indeed.

z There is one more member of the family which 

*we'’ve seen several times this past season and are 

* reasonably certain we've identified. This is the red- 

“wockaded woodpecker which would appear here at the 
extreme northern limit of its range. It has the zebra- 
backed marking of the red-bellied and comes between 
the hairy and downy in size. But it has a distinct black 
-eap and white cheek, unlike any of its relatives, and a 
thin vermilion streak back of the eye which can only be 
seen with the binoculars.

@ THERE IS ONE CHORE WE STILL have to do before 
winter closes in. That is to go over to the big east pasture and 
collect a goodly supply of hickory nuts. These, along with 
walnuts and butternuts, need merely be cracked and placed in 
the. feeders to supply one of the finest of winter foods for the 
birds. I think it must be the flickers with their strong bills 
which have the interesting habit of wedging a hickory nut 
firmly into the shaggy bark of the tree so they can crack it to 
get at the meat. 

These nuts will complete our store of bird food for the 
winter months—the peanut butter mixture which I mentioned 
earlier, cracked grain of about the size designated as “growing 
scratch” by the feed store, giant heads of sunflower seed, the 
meats of cracked nuts, suet, and an occasional apple for the 


mocking bird.

@ WE HAVE ONE OTHER BIRD-FEEDING operation which 
is interesting but which could hardly be carried on by any but 
the country dweller. Our cattle feeding operation, except in 
the severest weather, is done right out in the open fields. This 
means that a goodly supply of clover, the seeds of many grasses, 
and a certain amount of cracked grain are scattered on the 
frozen ground. The birds which come in great flocks to glean 
behind the cattle are of different species from those which come 
to our feeding stations around the house. 

_ Horned prairie larks and meadowlarks, field and chipping 
sparrows, tree sparrows and juncoes (although all of these spar- 
rows’ may come to the house in extremely severe and snowy 
weather), an occasional snow bunting, and bands of late-staying 
goldfinches; these are species which feed around the hay barns 
all-winter long. All in all, we can think of few. winter activities

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At 80, Grand Old Man of Show Business Hopes for New Career in Television

NEW YORK, Nov. 27. 


FEW weeks ago folks look- 

ing at a television ,program, 

called “We The People,” saw 
an old gentleman by the name of 
Al Shean turn in an amazing per- 
formance. Past 80, with silver hair 
and a ¢omplexion like a spanked 
baby, the shorter member of that 
once world-famous team of Gal- 
lagher and Shean, romped through 
his part of the show like a six- 
year-old, called the 30-some-odd- 
years-old master of ceremonies an 
“old fogy,” and did an “Off To 
Buffalo” shuffle into the wings 
that would have done credit to a 
jitterbugging bobby soxer. 

Later on that same evening and 
still with pep to spare, the octo- 
genarian comedian entertained 
this reporter in the faded glory 
of his apartment in the once fash- 
jonable Broadway hotel, The An- 
sonia. With a blue house apron 
tied around his ample middle, he 
broiled a thick steak, whipped up 
an excellent chef salad, produced 
some baked potatoes and over a 
hooker of Irish whisky talked of 
his long and venerable career in 
show business. 

“The trouble with all you re- 
porters,” said the grand old man 
of show business, “is that you al- 
ways want to talk about the past. 
You’re always prying into what I 
did 60 years ago. Why can’t you 
be young, like I am, and look 
to the future? There are grander 
days ahead than anyone has ever 
seen.” 

Few people in. show business 
have survived the changes in the- 
atrical entertainment as Al Shean 
has. He has tried and succeeded 
in “variety,” in vandeville, musi- 
eal comedy and burlesque, in 
legitimate theater, in movies, on 
the radio and the day may come 
when Shean, with a new partner 
to replace the late Gallagher, may 
be doing his oki “Oh Mr. Galla- 
gher, Yes, Mr. Shean” act regu- 
larly on television. 

“Television,” says this old gen- 
tleman who resembles nothing so 
much as an over-age kewpie, “is 
going to be the ruination of a 


lot of straight radio performers. 
But it will be the savior of a lot 
of the good old timers in show 
business who were cut out by ra- 
dio when it was no longer neces- 
sary to be seen to be appreciated.” 

The Mr. Shean of the old “Abso- 
lutely, Mr. Gallagher, Positively 
Mr. Shean,” routine began his long 


career of entertaining folks at the 


age of 18 when he organized what 
would be now a horribly corny 
quartet called the “Manhattan 
Comedy Four.” Shean, like the 
other three boys in the group, was 
a product of the teeming, steam- 
ing, beehives of Manhattan’s 
Lower East Side. His father was 
a ventriloguist, juggler and magi- 
cian and his mother was a harpist, 
immigrants from a little town in 
Germany near Hanover. : 

With only three years of for- 
mal schooling, young Al, who later 
changed his name to Shean be- 
cause his real name of Schoen- 
berg was too long for a theatrical 
bill, tried earning a living as a 
butcher boy, a messenger boy, a 
tailor’s apprentice and as a pants 
Presser. But the theater was the 
only thing that really interested 
him. And so when the “Manhat- 
tan Comedy Four” came _ into 
being, young Al was happy. 

“We played in fire stations, in 
church halls, at weddings and 
on excursion boats on the East 
River,” he smiled as he recalled 
those long-ago days. “We did it 
for love. We'd play any engage- 
ment that would net us a dollar 


apiece.”

TARTING at a dollar a show, 
S Shean was later earning $10,000 
a week as a star of the “Zieg- 
field Follies.” He met and teamed 
up with Ed Gallagher while playing 
in a Broadway “thing” called 
“Quo Vadis Upside Down.” They 
were both given parts in “The 
Rose Maid” and it was during this 
run that “Oh, Mr. Gallagher, Yes 
Mr. Shean” was born. 

“The melody just came to me in 
about 15 minutes,” said Shean, 
“and, although I tried out several 
variations afterwards, nothing 
could equal that success. In noth- 
ing flat it became an internation- 
ally known song. I remember 
seeing George M. Cohan in Phila- 
delphia shortly after Gallagher 
and I had popularized it in the Fol- 


lies. Cohan said oy tod had told 
him that they had heard it out 
as far as Chicago and added, ‘Al, 
that’s a scream. Why they’re sing- 
ing it in every dance hall in Eu- 
rope and here this guy thinks it’s 
something for people to be singing 
it as far away as Chicago.’ I'll 
tell you that did my heart good.”

EW songs, before or since, ever 
hit the popularity mark of “Oh 
Mr. Gallagher, Yes Mr. Shean.” 
It sold untold millions of pieces of 
sheet music and phonograph rec- 
ords. 
“I’m an old man and I can be 
forgiven for boasting,” says Shean, 
“but folks came from all over 
the country to see Gallagher and 
Shean in the Follies and times 
then weren’t like they are now. 
Twenty-five years ago, folks 
didn’t travel fast like they do 
now.” 


Recently for his appearance on 
the “We The People” television 
show, Shean wrote and sang with 
Hal Peary, “The Great Gilder- 
sleeve,” a new set of lyrics to go 
with the old popular tune. He 
has written thousands and he says 
they come as easy as he talks.

St. Louisan Trains Chimps for Movies 
Albert Antonucci, Home on Visit Calls on Some Old Friends at the Zoo

LBERT ANTONUCCI, a St. 

Louisan now living in Holly- 

wood, came home the other 
day and went over to the place 
where he used to work to look 
up old friends. The first old 
friend to greet him was so en- 
thusiastic about the reunion that 
he wound a four-foot arm around 
Antonucci’s neck, bit a button off 
his shirt, pulled some hair out of 
his head, and then took a pro- 
offered orange and proceeded to 
chew it up whole, skin and all. 

The “friend” was Cookie, chim- 
panzee at the St. Louis Zoo, who 
knew Antonucci when he was a 
trainer for the performing pri- 
mates, before he left for Holly- 
wood to act as a dramatic coach 
for the chimpanzees in the “Tar- 
zan” movies. 

On a visit to his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank Antonucci, and 
his brother, Anthony, at 1026 
Tamm avenue, Antonucci went to 
the Zoo to exchange shop talk 
with the trainers thefe, and to 
discuss, like all show people, the 
difference between the cinema 
and the legitimate stage. From a 
chimp’s eye view, the movies are 
more difficult; ' performers * on 
George Vierheller’s zoo circuit do 
complicated routines but they’re 
still routine, while in movies, the 
unexpected is the usual, and a 
trainer must contend with such 
things as artistic temperament, 
photogenic skin, make-up, end the 
technique of custard pie throwing. 

“In our last picture, ‘Tarzan’s 
Magic Fountain’, I had to teach 
Cheeta how to chew bubble gum,” 
Antonucci said. “In the next one, 
he has to do handstands on a 
tree in the jungle. Of course, 
chimps are so versatile there’s al- 
most no limit to what they can do. 
They can learn to roller skate, 
turn back somersaults, smoke a 
cigarette, play the piano, and wear 
any kind of costume.” 

Antonucci’s early chimp training 
came as a youngster when he lived

and you’re not sure what he 
might do,” Antonucci says. “It’s 
hard getting chimps used to the 


cameras. They have to sit fora 
long time under the hot lights and 
they don’t like it. They also don’t 
like retakes. If they do some- 
thing right and someone else does 
their part wrong, they can’t 
understand why they have to keep 
doing it over and over. 

“A lot of times they'll want to 
get a reaction shot; perhaps the 
chimp is supposed to see some- 
thing that scares him, so they 
shoot at him with blanks. Well, 
once that’s happened; he won't 
want to go back to that same 
place. A chimp is very skeptical 
~—you fool him only once. 

“Training a chimp for a movie 
is entirely different than training 
him for a zoo show. When you 
work on a stage it’s all routine. 
In pictures they tell you what 
they want about 10 minutes be- 
fore they want it and sometimes 
it’s impossible. They may want 
the chimp to scale a cliff within 
camera range but the chimp wants 
to Beas the way that’s easiest.” 
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entire 93 pounds of weight on him. 

The two chimps Antonucci now 
works with came from a chim- 
panzee farm at Dana, Fiorida, and 
he brought them through  S&t. 
Louis by plane on their way to 
Acapulco, Mexico, where the Tar- 
zan cast was on location. Harry, 
a male chimp, plays the female 
Cheeta, and Jimmy plays a male 
chimp companion. One of An- 
tonucci’s first achievements with 
the two newcomers was a scene 
in which Cheeta had to throw a 
squash so it would spatter in the 
other chimp’s face, Besides teach- 
ing them to chatter as if talking, 
and to register simple emotions, 
Antonucci often has to work up 
such complicated bits of business 
as the routine in which Cheeta 
had to shake a great deal of 


pepper on a piece of meat, take - 


a bite of it, then run to a bucket 
of water, gasping for air. 

“The hard thing about that was 
getting the chimp to pick up the 
meat because they don’t like it,” 
Antonucci said.

ROM stray dogs to slot ma- 
F chines is what might be called

The whole thing came to a head 
recently when Mrs. VanMuele- 
brock’s daughter, Marie, tossed a 
bottle through the window of a 
liquor store as a protest against 
the store’s slot machines, and 
against the refusal of the police 
to do anything about them. 

But to start at the beginning: 
When the VanMuelebrock twins, 
Marie Matilda and Matilda Marie, 
were little their mother saw to 
it that they had pets because she 
thought pets made children kind- 
hearted and she wanted her girls 
to be that. So as they grew up, 
the twins had pets. 

The family lived at Sheffield, 
Ill., until the twins were six years 
old. Twenty years ago, they moved 
to Moline where Prosper Van- 
Muelebrock obtained employment 
as a foundryman and the twins 
continued to have pets and as. 
they grew up, encouraged by their 
mother, they became increasingly 
interested in animals, especially 
dogs and cats. 


In time, their home became not 
a haven for strays but rather a 
temporary hospital where they 
were cared for and a clearing 
house through which homes were 
found for them. All through the

ting was to her liking because of 
gambling scandals at Peoria and 
Springfield and other places. Al- 
derman William Getz had. been 
stirring things up in the Moline 
City Council. Back in July he had 
filed in the council a_ protest 
against what appeared to be toler- 
ance on the part of officials to- 
ward gambling, with no pretense of 
enforcing the law. It was referred 
to the police committee, which 
came back with a report that the 
police couldn’t do anything with- 
out warrants. 

In the interim there had been 
a flurry of activity, but the po- 
lice had been unable to find any 
of the 96 gambling machines 
which had been licensed to oper- 
ate in Moline. Alderman tz 
remarked, somewhat sarcastically, 
that Moline had a right to feel 
proud because it had more li- 
censed gambling machines than 
its larger neighbor, Rock Island. 
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F it was warrants that the police 
] wanted, quoth Marie VanMuele- 

brock, she would see that they 
got them. She ‘looked around 
a bit, and found slot machines in 
four taverns, and played one. She 
swore out warrants, but the po- 
liceman sent to serve them couldn’t 
find any of the machines. The 
tavern keepers said that Marie 
asked for donations for a dog 
shelter ang warned them that if 
they didn’t contribute she was 
going to get tough. 

A day or two later Marie made 
a complaint against a tavern 
keeper in the adjoining town of 
Silvis. She followed that up the 
next day by pulling a slick one on 
the police. She went to one of 
the taverns she had complained 
against, where police had been 
“unable to find” any machines. 
She found them all right and won 
three dimes. Then she called po- 
lice headquarters and said she had 
fallen and hurt herself and would 
they please send a squad car to 
take her home. When a policeman 
arrived in a squad car Marie met 
him and invited him inside. She 
pointed to the machines that had 
yielded her 30 cents and said, in 
effect: “Officer, do.your duty.” 


His duty was the last thing that, 
under the circumstances, the of- 
ficer wanted to do. He was in a 
jam. He went back to headquar- 
ters and told Chief Harry Fromme 
how it was. The chief told him 
to bring them in. They were 
brought in and impounded. 


Two nights later the City Coun- 
cil met. again and Marie was 
there. By that time she ‘had 10 
arrests to her credit. She wanted 
to know what the councilmen 
were going to do about dogs and 
gambling. She was squelched ty 
Mayor Sohner when she tried to 
speak during the session and 
when the routine business had 
been disposed of there was a 
quick motion to adjourn anda 
great shuffling of feet and chairs. 


It looked like Marie was get- 
ting the brush-off, but Alderman 
Getz and spectators demanded 
that she be heard and Mayor 
Sohner announced she could have 
the floor. Raising her voice above 
the confusion, Marie said she was 
there in behalf of the women and 
children who suffered because of 
the slot machines and the stray 
dogs that’ had no shelter. She 


. wanted the city to stop gambling 


and take care of the’ dogs. 


Alderntan Arthur Allen said it 
looked to him like gambling and 
dogs were all mixed up, and 
wanted to know what dogs had to 
do with gambling. Nobody had 


an answer for that one and Alder- 


man Getz told Marie she wouldn't 
get anywhere talking about gam- 
bling there and moved that the

she moved over into Rock 
and sauntered into the liquor store 
of Louie Spector and had a look

at the. slot machines there. She 
called the police and they told 
her to go get a warrant. Three 
more times she called and each 
tinve got the same answer. So she 
went outside and tried to kick 
in a window, but failed. Then 
she went inside, picked up a pop 
bottle, went outside and pitched 
it through the window. 


Later in the day she swore out 
a gambling warrant against Spec- 
tor. He countered with one charg- 
ing her with disturbing his peace. 
Spector was released on a $65 
cash bond but Marie was required 
to put up a $500 property bond. 

Spector’s lawyer asked her what 
she was going to do about the 
smashed window, valued at $200. 
She said it hadn’t oecurred to her 
to do anything about“!it. The po- 
lice were to blame for it because 
they hadn’t come when she called 
them. Let them take the money 
out of the slot machines. She 
showed a bruise on her arm which 
she said Spector inflicted when 
he tried to turn off the machines 
and she tried to prevent him, and 
said she was going to get out an- 
other warrant charging him with 
assault and battery. 

Not being able to furnish bond 
immediately, Marie was locked up 
with half a dozen girls who had 
been brought in for violating cer- 
tain ordinances. She might have 
got out sooner But she stayed in 
two days and nights. She wanted, 
she says, to show the people what 
she was willing to go through for 
the children of slot-machine gam- 
blers and the dogs of Moline. The 
other girls were glad to have her 
with them. Proud, in fact, to be 
locked up in the same jail with a 
gal who had the guts to buck the 
police. She, in turn, had no com- 
plaints, except that the food wasn’t 
any too good. 
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HE first day she was in jail, 
T ier sister Matilda came to see 
her and gave the jailer a scare. 
He didn’t know that Marie was an 
identical twin. When he answered 
the doorbell and saw Matilda 
standing there he was pop-eyed. 
“How did you get out?” he de- 
manded, and Matilda said she 
wanted to get in. He let her in 
and looked into Marie’s cell. She 
was there. He looked from one 
to the other and said something 
to the general effect that he’d be 
damned. When the visit was over 
he double-checked to see that the 
twins didn’t work a swap on him. 
When word of the window 
smashing got around there was 
something like a panic in slot 
machine circles. Machines were 
shoved out of sight into back 
rooms, Although Marie was

locked up, her mother was at 
large and there were rumors that 
she was whetting her hatchet. 

Mrs. Van Muelebrock smiled 
when she heard about it. Per- 
haps she hadn’t thought of it be- 
fore, but that hatchet idea wasn’t 
bad. According to the police there 
weren't any slot machines in 
town. If she took the hatchet to 
‘them she would be smashing 
something that didn’t exist and 
they couldn’t arrest her for that. 
In the meantime several big shots 
in the slot machine industry sent 
word that they ,were very much 
interested in stray dogs and would 
be glad to chip in something for 
a shelter for them.

In studies at the Massachusetts 
State Experiment Station at Am- 
herst, experienced laboratory 
workers found that fresh mush- 
rooms contain 2.67 per cent protein. 
While this amount doesn’t come 
anywhere nearly up to that in 
fish and meat, the amount does 
compare favorably with any fresh 
vegetables in protein content. 
Mushrooms are especially valu- 
able for a number of the B-com- 
plex vitamins. They are a rich 
source of riboflavin and nicotinic 
acid, a good source of pantothenic 
acid and they contain appreciable 
amounts of thiamin and biotin. 
Fortunately, these vitamins are 
well retained during cooking, also 
in the canned, dehydrated and 
frozen mushrooms. Commercially 
canned mushrooms have been 
found to be an excellent source 
of certain of the B vitamins.

Now switch your political focus 
to France. 


Having failed, at war's end, to.

But, praise the Lord, there aren’t 
enough convenient hill-tops for an 
insidious minority in this tourist 
heaven, 

They took, instead, to the hills 

of industrial strife. By setting 
class against class, via general 
strike, by posing as the “Dear 
Buddy” of the working-man, they 
hoped to confuse France into ac- 
cepting its special place in the 
Communist sun, 
- They were making good prog- 
ress. Then came the Marshall 
plan, with its convoys of goodies 
and a golden flow to backbone 
anti-Communist forces.

The work of strengthening the 
second story with steel and con- 
crete will start as soon as funds 
are made available by Congress. 
‘It may take a year to complete 
repairs aimed at reducing the 
fire hazard and shoring up the 
second floor. 

Temporary Home for Trumans. 

Two historic mansions, Blair 
house and Blair-Lee house, across 
Pennsylvania avenue from the 
White House, are being joined by 
a first-floor doorway to make a 
spacious temporary home for the 
President and his family. 

The White House repair job will 
be the biggest since Theodore 
Roosevelt’s administration. In 
1902 the east terrace and almost 
all of the first-story floor were 
rebuilt, retaining George Wash- 
ington’s ideas. 

A new office building was con- 
structed, and the main stairway 
was removed from the west end 
of the house to just east of the 
main lobby. The state dining 
room was enlarged, and the entire 
main story was redecorated and 
refurnished. 

The ceiling of the east room 
now is sagging about six inches 
due to rotting of old timbers sup- 
porting the second floor. 

East Room Chandeliers, 

Thousands of Americans, the

Abagéil Adams, first mistress of

In 1865 hundreds of citizens, 
wearing big black badges, 
streamed into it to view the body 
of the assassinated Lincoln. 

A shaky ceiling now endangers 
the blue room, too. During a for- 
mal reception there a few months 
ago President Truman noticed 
that the big chandelier was vi- 
brating. 

President Cleveland and pretty 
22-year-old Frances Folsom stood 
beneath that chandelier for their 
wedding in 1886, the only wedding 
of a President in the White House, 

The blue room is considered ex- 
ceptionally beautiful in its propor- 
tions and decorations. The wall 
covering above the white enam- 
eled wainscoting is of heavy cord- 
ed blue silk. Drapes are of the 
same material. 

The second floor has seven bed- 
rooms and baths in addition to the 
President’s study, the library and 
a wide hal] extending the length 
of the building. Guest bedrooms 
above the east room have been 
occupied by the Prince of Wales 
(afterward King Edward VII), 
Winston Churchill and other celeb- 
rities. 

The White House is the oldest 
public. building in Washington. 
The cornerstone was laid Oct. 13, 
1792. ~ 
The “President’s Palace,” as it 


days, was burned by the British 
in August 1814, when Madison was 
President. The fire destroyed the 
interior and part of the walls. Re- 
construction was begun in the 
spring of 1815, and President Mon- 
roe moved in in December 1817. 

The portrait of Washington 
which recently has been hanging 
in the east room was saved from 
the fire by Délly Madison. It is 
the only remaining White House | 
article which was in the executive 
mansion before the fire. 

The .exterior of the building 
originally was buff, but it was 
painted white after the fire, Peo- 
ple then began to refer to it as 
the White House, but it was not 
officially giver that title until 
President Theodore Roosevelt had.

their goods. The author cited the 
ease of canned fruit produced by, 
a Georgian trust. He said the ean 
contained a wonderful, vitamin- 
rich, full-value product, but that 
it’ did not on the outside state 
more than the name of the fruit. 


He criticized this neglect severe- 
ly, claiming if an organization 
produced a good product it ought 
to advertise it on the can, He 
contrasted the can to one of 
American canned goods, He 
claimed the American goods were 
of inferier quality but noted that 
the American can was completely 
covered with advertising. 

Novitski demanded that all po» 
sibilities for advertising be used 
te develop advertising of a “So- 
viet type” which would “assist in 
the battle for an abundancy of 
consumer goods.”

They Give Further Details of Atomic 
Bomb’s Terrific Underwater Explosion 


By ROBERT E. HANNON of the PICTURES Staff 


HESE photographs of the awesome spectacle created by 
the underwater atomic bomb explosion at Bikini atoll on 

' July 25, 1946, were released only recently by the United 
States Air Force. They show far more graphically than did 
pictures made public at the time of the test the incredible 
power of the blast as it churned the Bikini lagoon into a 
terrifying caldron of smoke, steam, water, spray and deadly 
radio-active mist. 

. The bomb, it will be recalled, was suspended about 25 
feet below the surface and detonated by radio impulse from 
a ship miles away. Spread about the target area were 87 © 
ships of various sizes—from submarines and landing craft to 
battleships and aircraft carriers. With the explosion, a gigantic 
geyser erupted from the placid lagoon and shot a mile into 
the air. Almost instantly a huge dome-shaped cloud of vapor 
engulfed the tremendous column of water; simultaneously a 
great shock wave hurtled through the sea in a widening circle. 

In a twinkling, the vapor vanished to reveal a billowing, 
pinkish cloud of smoke and steam on top of the colossal 
waterspout, giving it the appearance of a fantastic mushroom. 
As the atomic cloud boiled upward and outward, tons of sea 
water, contaminated with lethal fission products, cascaded 
down. Then a mass of steam created by the tremendous heat 
of the explosion arose at the base of the geyser and spread 
out over the lagoon.. 

The fifth and mightiest atomic bomb explosion the world 
had known was over in a few minutes, but its terrible effects 
have endured. Of 67 ships in the guinea-pig fleet which 
survived the destructive blast, 58 were so impregnated with Bs 
radioactivity they could not be decontaminated. Parts of the i 
atoll, still drenched with the radio-active poison, may never 
again be habitable.

N ITS annual, four-month patrol of the Bering Sea 
and waters contiguous to the Arctic’ Ocean, the 
Coast Guard cutter Northwind performs many and 

extremely varied duties. It is a floating post office, 
hospital clinic, and court of law. It transports passengers 
to and from remote places, carries supplies to isolated 
civilian and military outposts, assists the cannery fleet 
and other shipping.

ISH has always been a major item in the Swedish diet. 
At the Three Crowns, Swedish restaurant in New York, 
it is almost as essential to the menu as the revolv- 

ing smorgasbord laden with hot and cold appetizers. 
Pike (gadda) is a popular fish with the patrons as prepared 
by Alfred Berghamel, the chef. He boils it and serves it 
with melted butter and horseradish (smor och pepparot). 

To prepare the pike Berghamel cleans the fi d 
twists it into a circle. Then he adds pickling spice, lemon 
juice, bay leaves and salt to boiling water in a fish kettle. 
The fish is boiled in the liquid (enough to cover) for 20 
minutes. When done it is removed entire to a platter, 
from which it is served in portions on the individual plates. 
Melted butter is poured over it on the plates, and it is 
eaten with the horseradish. 

INGREDIENTS: One three-pound pike, one teaspoon 
pickling spice, four bay leaves, the juice of one lemon, 
seasoning to taste, one cup melted butter, one-half cup 
grated horseradish. Amounts will serve four to six persons.
